Work of tn« Forty-Eighth Cong-reii 


WASHINGTON. March 3. During tbe two 


s«a»lons of the forty-eighth congress there 
cave beon intioduced in the bouse 8,286 bills 
and 345 joint- resolutions. The following 
named measures of general importance have 
boon enacted Into laws- 


Bills to establish a bureau of labor. 
To establish a bureau of animal ludustiy, 


prevent exportation of diseased cattle and pro 
vide for tbe suppression and extirpation of 
pleuro-pneumonla and other contagious dis- 
eases among domestic animals. 


To repeal the test oath act of 1802. 
To limit to tbroojears, the time lu which 


prosecutions may be begun against persons 
for violating Internal revenue laws 


To establish a bureau ot navigation In the 


treasury department. 


To grant letter carriers at free delivery offi- 


ces 15 <i«ys leave of absence, with pay, in each. 


To provide a retired list for soldiers and 


marines who have served continuously lor 30 
years or upwards. 


To reduce the rate of postage on newspa- 


pers and other periodicals of the second class, 
when sent by others than tbe publisher or 
news agmt, to one cent for each four ounces. 


To n>move certain hardens from the Amer- 


ican merchant marine, (The Dlngley shipping 
bill)
